Fifteenth Ward Republicans Also Want Better 
Aldermen—Hyde Park Republican

SEVENTH WARD INDEPENDENTS RAKE. THEIR 
MIS-REPRESENTATIVE FORE AND AFT. 


The regular weekly meeting of the Independ- 


ent Anti-Hildreth Club of the Seventh Ward 


was held lastevening at Jacob Seifried's sa- 
loon, No. 335 Blue Island avenue. J. B. Mears 
presided. After the routine business had been 
transacted, the President made a speech in op- 
position to Ald. Hildreth’s reélection. He 
stated that Hiidreth had been in office nearly 
four years, but during this time he had never 
done anything of importance for the ward, but 
had alwuys labored in the interest of railroad 
and street-car companies and other 
monopolies. Since Hildreth had been 
in office property had depreciated 
in the ward to such an extent that it was not 
worth as much today as it was twenty years 
ago.

Hildreth had jumped to 
Canada upon one occasion and sought the pro- 
tection of the British flag, and should conse- 
quently not be entitled to the suffrage of 
American voters. 

Henry Gill said that Hildreth, Lawler, Cul- 


lerton, and the remainder of the combination 


in the City Council were frauds. The Mayor 
was an honest man, but he desired office, and 
if he wanted an official position he must have 
such men as Cullerton, Hildreth, and Lawler to 
aid him.

Reports from the flooded towns along the 
Ohio River continue to be of the most gloomy 
character. At Cincinnati it is thought the 
river will rise beyond the record of 1852, if 
it does not exceed the great flood of last year. 
Wheeling, W. Va., is afflicted in no ordinary 
manner by both fire and water. The inhab- 
itants in the suburbs display great antipathy 
to the relief-boats, and have fired into several 

-steamers on the ground that the waves made 
by them rock the houses still standing. At 
Pittsburg the trouble appears to be over. Me- 
tropolis and Shawneetown, III., send reports 
of diré distress. At midnight the river was 
slowly rising at Louisville and Cairo. |

CONSIDERABLE space was given in last 
Sunday’s Trrsvunr to interviews with the 
grocers of this city on the subject of short 
weight. Today the sentiments of the bakers 
on the same question are also given, and it is 
shown that the requirements of the city ordi- 
nance as to what a loaf shall weigh and how 
it shall be marked are not complied avith to 
an alarming degree. The profits of short 
weight are also pointed out so clearly that it 
is more than likely there will be an im- 
mediate rush of capital into the bak- 
ing business. Pains were also taken to 
see how far the grocers were livmg up to 
that section of the city ordinances which 
says that they shall sell fruits and vegetables 
by dry instead of wine measure. It was 
discovered that the majority of them are in 
the habit of using the smaller of the two, the 
result being that the customer gets only 
about six-sevenths as much as he ought to. 
There appeared to be much ignorance of the 
law on the part of the merchants, and it is 
not unlikely that when they learn what 
they ought to do, and what the penalty is for 
not doing it, they will turn over a new leaf 
and give full measure from now on.

Favors of this sort 
to the clients of lawyers who are inca- 
pacitated are well enough in the civil courts 
in which Judge Gardner practiced before he 
rose to the bench, but they are entirely out 
of place in the Criminal Courts.

Vanderbilt is the richest and, in the sense 
that wealth is power, the most powerful man 
in the United States. He is the most conspic- 
uous representative of plutocracy. When 
the public turn to regard the body of men, 
who have acquired control of its highways, 
its most valuable franchises, its greatest cor 
porations, its hugest fortunes, it is Vander- 
bilt’s figure they see looming above all others. 
Inis is so necessarily by virtue not of abili- 
ty, nor of character, nor of achievements, but 
of his mere social bulk. He is the biggest 
thing of the kind we have in the country. It 
is unfortunate for all of us, and for Vander- 
bilt perhaps not less than for the rest, that 
this power, wealth, and conspicuity have not 
attached to an individual of higher type 
than he. 

Vanderbilt is not a private citizen. He is 
in every real sense one of the most public 
men in the country. There are none, on the 
whole, that exercise more important fanctions 
than he in the administration of the widely 
distributed interests that are controlled by his 
capital. Such being the case he Is a legiti- 
mate subject for criticism. It is part of the 
duty of every citizen and of every newspaper 
to call him to account for what he does and 
what he says that does not square with his 
duty to the public. As the citizen of the 
greatest th, and consequently of the 
greatest responsibilities, and also as a man- 
ager of vast pool corporations, Mr. Vander- 
bilt has made himself one of the most ob- 
noxious men in the country. , 

He has talked a great deal of late years, 
and always most unfortunately. He has 
talked many times with the evidently delib- 
erate purpose of deceiving the public, as 
when he was on the point of buying the 
Nickel-Plate. Stockholders who had invest- 
ed their means in the Western Union under 
his tather’s leadership, and trusted him to 


was characteristic of the Commodore, were 
ruthlesly sacrificed by the present Vanderbilt 
when he made the compact with Jay Gould 
to create a panic in Western Union in the. 
stock market in order that they might make 
so many millions the more out of the consol- 
idation of the American Union with the 
Western Union. Several times during the 
decline of the last three years in values Van- 
derbilt has had himself interviewed for the 
purpose of uttering opinions and making pre- 
dictions about stocks, all of which have cost 
those who listened to them all the money 
they risked on them. 

His testimony before the Hepburn Rai 
road Investigating Committee of the New 
York Legislature was one of the most pitia- 
ble exhibitions ever made by one of our 
great men.” 1 do not know,” was al- 
most his only answer to countless questions 
as to the condition and management of his 
properties. It was hard to tell whether he 
was giving false testimony or was in truth 
revealing the sodden ignorance and indiffer- 
ence which he had brought to the fulfillment 
of the greatest#trust that has ever been con- 
fided to an American. 

As the stock market has kept getting into 
a lower and lower deep the temper of this 
man has grown worse and worse. A few 
days ago he stigmatized the men who had in- 
vested their skill and money in the West 
Shore Road for the purpese of opening a bet- 
ter highway than the New York Ceéh- 
tralas ‘‘blackmailers.” Because they saw 
an opportunity, as they thought, to make a 
road shorter and more level and better built 
and more thoroughly equipped than his, he 
seeks to brand them with this ugly epithet. 
This is the penalty of offering to compete 
with the Vanderbilt monopoly of Middle 
New York. The recent action of the Rock 
Island in withdrawing from the Northwest- 
ern Traffic Association, one of the pools that 
Mr. Vanderbilt is interested in keeping up, 
meets with the remark from this strange be- 
liever in the unquestioned right of way of 
$200,000,000 that it was a bear move” on 
the part of the present President of the Rock 
Island, whom he accuses of speculating in 
Wall street on his influence as a railroad 
manager. This again is the penalty to be 
visited on any one for the offense of intro- 
ducing competition where Mr. Vanderbilt has 
sought to rivet combination. 

Mr. Vanderbilt does not own this country, 
but he owns a good deal of it, and he is the 
representative of asetof men who own a 
good deal more than public opinion thinks it 
good for the people that so small a number 
of men should own. That kind of property 
which is embodied in stock exchange certifi- 
cates, corporation franchises, proxies, public 
highways, fast fretght lines, and other rail- 
road suckers and overtowering single fort- 
unes is, if not on the defensive in this coun- 
try today, at least on its good behavior. It 
is unfortunate that its most conspicuous rep- 
resentative should be one who is constantly 
bringing the whole class and their privileges 
into popular disfavor by the libidinousness 
of his acts and speech. In one of his inter- 
views Mr. Vanderbilt spoke of buying up 
anti-monopolists with the same nonchalance 
as he would refer to the purchase of u horse. 
Property“ cannot afford to be spoken for 
in this country by sueh a man.

But Finerty is an orator, 
is a representative of the greatest city in the 
country, has lofty notions of Nationalism, 
may always be trusted to display the courage 
of his convictions, is not hampered by any 
party obligations, has no hobbies (unless Hi- 
bernicism should get the best of him), cannot 
expect to take rank among political econo- 
mists, will never dip deep into finance or law 
questions; but he will be disposed, as a rule, 
to take broad and liberal views of popular 
questions, and he may count upon making 
himself conspicuous if he will simply hit a 
head when he sees it and not strike out too 
often. 


- LINCOLN’S OPINION OF PORTER. 

The Hon. Leonard Swett, an intimate per- 
sonal friend of President Lincoln, has writ- 
ten a letter for Tue TRIBUNE, which we 
print below, bearing most important testi- 
mony in the matter of Mr. Lincoln’s views of 
the treachery of Fitz John Porter and the 
punishment which should have been meted 
outtohim. It has been stated heretofore, 
though in an indirect manner and at second 
hand, that he was of opinion Porter should 
be shot for his disobedince of orders. It has 
all along been known that the court-martial 
was of the same opinion, and that its mem- 
bers -notified Mr. Lincoln that under the 
rules of war and for the sake of pre- 
serving the discipline of the army, as 
well as of punishing treachery, it was his 
duty to order the penalty of death. It is fur- 
ther known that while this was Mr. Lincoln’s 
opinion also, he was only deterred from 
promulgating it by the knowledge that the 
clique of unfaithful officers which revolved 
about McClellan would, in revenge, create a 
diversion which, in the then crisis of affairs, 
might be of extreme danger to the Union 
cause and create a temporary confusion, 
which Lee would improve to rush upon Wash- 
ington. We now have the positive statement 
of Mr. Swett of a conversation which he had 
with Mr. Lincoln, which, now that there is a 
prospect of the restoration of Porter to his 
former rank, he feels it to be his duty to 
make public. Subjoined is Mr. Swett’s state- 
ment; ‘ 

CHICAGO, Feb. 9. of The Tribune. 

As the question Porter is now is 
cupying public attention, a conversation I once 
had with Mr. Lincoln upon the question seems 
pertinent. 

I was standing in his room in the White 
House, near the foot of the long table behind 
which he sat, he standing with me, and we talk- 
ing upon some subject foreign to the one he 
introduced when he called my attention to a 
large record [pile of manuscript] lying near us 
on the table. 

That,“ said he, is the record in the Fitz 
John Porter case.“

A SCHOOL BOARD RING, OR WHAT? 
When the Chicago Board of Education 


pays from $20 to $25 a foot more than fair 
value or the market price for school-site 
property it looks very much as though there 
was a real-estate ring operating in that body 
in conjunction with outsiders. In the For- 
quer street school-lot transaction referred to 
in our local columns recently there seems to 
be a clear case of fraud against the city’s in- 
terests, or of gross and criminal negligence 
on the part of the board. Mr. Brenock, the 
President of the West Park Board, who 
ought to know the value of property in the 
vicinity, says $70 per foot would be a good 
price, and he has some lots there himself 
which he would dispose of at that figure. 
About a year ago an assessment committee 
appraised the property at 850 per foot. The 
School Board proposes to pay 892 per foot, 
and Messrs. Niehoff and Wenter advocated 
and now defend the payment of that price. 
There certainly must be something wrong 
here. The excuse about the difficulty of get- 
ting a lot of the requisit size is flimsy. It 
will not hold water. In any case the locality 
is by no means a suitable one for the erection 
of a school building. The neighborhood. 
is studded with factories and saloons. The 
residents who can afford it are moving tur- 
ther west, or into more desirable localities on 
the North or South Side. Industrial 

lishments are taking the place of resjflences. 
There are now four large school buil in 
the territory between Halsted street the 


whose approygl of the price to be paid is nec- 
éssary, should devote themselves to investi- 
gation. . Until recently the Board of Educa- 
tion has enjoyed a reputation for integrity 
and devotion. to the public good. Latterly, 


however, Mr. Harrison has made appoint- 


ment to that body the reward of personal and 
political services. Men have been appointed 
by him for the position of Sehool Inspector 
whose education is painfully defective, who 
do not possess a single qualification which 
would make them honorable or useful 
members. They may be honest, but 
they cam be easily hoodwinked by 
knaves. The -direct responsibility for 
any crookedness or extravagance in the 
board rests with Carter Harrison. He has 
the appointing power. He could exercise 
that power in the interest of the schools and 
the taxpayers. He prefers to exercise it to 
advance his own personal and political ambi- 
tion, and both schools and taxpayers suffer. 
If there is a ring in the School Board Harri- 
son is to blame. . 


THE “REMNANT” QUESTION. 

Mr. Matthew Arnold plumes himself upon 
his accuracy and power of expressmg his 
ideas in proper words, but he certainly was 
not as happy as usual when he selected the 
term ‘‘ remnant” as the saving grace which 
alone can rescue this country from the dan- 
ger of numbers.“ A remnantis something 
which is left over; it is a scrap, or patch, or 
piece which may be made to fit in or be 
turned to some fortuitous use upon occasion, 
Itis an improper designation of the class 
which represents the patriotic self-denial, the 
progressive element, and intelligence of the 
Nation. It would have been better if Mr. 


Arnold had used the word salt,“ and better 


still if he had spoken of the class he had®in 
his mind as the yeast of American so- 
ciety; for he evidently meant the ferment- 
ing, active, working agencies which bend 
their efforts toward schools, morality, and 


the effective restraints of the thoughtless, 


greedy, overreaching, selfish, irresponsible, 
or vicious elements of society. 

But it is not only with the term adopted 
by Mr. Arnold that we differ; he has dis- 
played a lack of penetration or he has been 
guilty of a lapse in frankness by his failure 
to distribute fairly the responsibility for the 
dangers which he apprehends from num- 
bers” in this country. Has it never occurred 
to him that the most reckless classes in the 
United States are made up of those who are 
sent here in an impecunious, uneducated, and 
helpless condition by European Governments, 
and that Britain contributes,more liberally of 
this material than any other European Gov- 
ernment? Has it never been suggested to 
him that it was the bad, oppressive govern- 
ment Britain has imposed upon Ireland 
which is directly responsible for the destitute 
condition of the Irish people and the diffi- 
culty to assimilate them for a consider- 
able time with pure popular government 
in the United States? If Mr. Arnold had 
come to this country as a missionary it would 
be pertinent to recommend him to begin his 
preaching at home, and to suggest that the 
surest way to protect the American Govern- 
ment from the menace of illiterate, turbu- 
lent ‘‘numbers” is to induce his own Gov- 
ernment to give its subjects a better prepara- 
tion for participating in a free Government. 
If the “stuff” sent to the United States 
were better equipped with money and educa- 
tion and better trained in the responsibilities 
of self-government the American rem- 
nant” which Mr. Arnold speaks of would be 
larger and the yeast would be more active 
and effective on the body politic. 

There is another phase of the case which is 
giving the thinking people of this country a 
good deal of concern. It is in the nature of 
a craze.“ It is the prevailing tendency 
among the more prosperous social classes to 
run after and pay homage to the lions“ 
who come over the seas seeking whom they 
may devour. If an Englishman comes 
over to lecture, every word is received as so 
much gospel. If a foreigner comes over to 
act, or sing, or pose, he is regarded as the 
apostle of some new and superior art. This 
is a snobbishness which may be fairly treated 
as a remnant of English habits. Thack- 
eray is our authority. It will be corrected 
by the force of the American character and 
the vigor of American institutions, but 
for the present it is costing the Amer- 
ican people dearly in money, dignity, 
and self-respect. e European exponents 
of estheticism, feminine beauty, religion, art, 
and literature should be taken for what they 
are worth, If they come over for parade, 
exhibition, and profit, like ‘‘ Jumbo” or the 
white elephant, they should be patronized 
only to the extent of their merit or their abil- 
ity to amuse. The foreign models and for- 
eign critics who are admitted free of duty 
should not be canonized simply because they 


came from abroad. Wereceive and take care 


of more than our share of foreign pauperism 
and ignorance; we should certainly be exempt 
from criticism because we cannot educate, 
liberalize, and Americanize them en masse 

the instant they set foot in Castle Gar- 


den. But foreign dilettanteism and pedantry 
cannot be accepted as a compensation for the 
wholesale infliction of the other extreme; on 


the contrary, the visitation of moneymaking 
artists and critics may be an added evil of 
foreignism unless the natural law of reaction 
shall save the American people from an ex- 
cess of their prevailing craze. 


LESSONS OF THE OPERA SEASON. 


The last opera has been sung, and Mr. 


Mapleson, artists, bag, and baggage, dis- 


mayed by the uncertainties of Cincinnati, are 


resting quietly in this city waiting for some- 


thing to turn up. Now that the opera is over 
and the craze is over also, it is probable that 
a good many people will sit down and indulge 
in reminiscences not altogether cheerful in 


settle for himself. Meanwhile it is a matter 
of general interest and a proper subject for 
_complaint that the managers have not made 
good their promises. They have not given 
us grand opera, nor have they given us grand 
performances. The representations have not 
been worth the money that has been paid for 
them. Three or four good artists and one or 
two great artists have appeared, and back of 
them everything was mediocre and some- 
times positively bad, so that an ensemble was 
impossible. For this again the public is as 
much to blame as the manager. It is the 
public craze which enables the stars to de 
mand so much money that the man- 
ager cannot afford to pay subordi- 
nate artists and an orchestra and 


the star takes five dollars out of the six the 
other dollar cannot go far in procuring sup- 
port for her. Hence we have had the one 
troupe with Mme. Patti at its head and the 
other with Mme. Nilsson at its head, ably 
seconded by Gerster in the one case and Sem- 
brich in the other, but without any adequate 
support from the general stage forces before 
and behind the footlights. From this point 
of view also money has been thrown away. 
Out of all this disappointment, however, 
there is good reason to hope that there will 
be a compensation. Both Mr. Mapleson and 
Mr. Abbey, in their foolish rivalry and at loss 


ceeded in convincing the public that the star 
system in opera is not desirable. It may 
work for a time yet in the drama, for its 
critical standards are not so exacting, but we 
do not believe that the public another season, 
taught by the lessons of this, doubly rubbed 
in, will consent to listen to the star if there- 
by they are to. be compelled to sit through 
performances, that do violence to all the 
canons of good taste and musical propriety. 
We do not. believe that there will be such a 
rivalry anothet year. We do not believe that 
the public will tolerate such a perversion of 
opera again. Of course we all like to listen 
to a star, butan ensemble without a star is 
better than a star without an ensemble, if we 
cannot have both. To this end it must come, 
and we believe this feeling in the public 
mind has become intensified by the events 
which have been happening here during the 
last three weeks. . 


| Some of the wards in Chicago are appar-

It will not be so easy, how- 
ever, to make sure of the men who aspire to 
be the successors of the corrupt Aldermen 
whom the people want to get rid of. The 
office of Alderman has more attractions for 
the adventurer and thief than ever before, 
now that common repute attributes bribes 
amounting to hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars during the course of the year. It will 
not be enough for the decent people to com- 
pass the defeat of certain notorious corrup- 
tionists now in the Council; they must also 
supply their places with men of established 
character and integrity.

TARIFF REVISION. 
THE CHANCES FOR THE MORRISON BILL. 

Wasnrnetor, D. C., Feb. 9.—[Special.|—A 
Republican member of the Ways and Means 
Committee, who isan extreme protectionist, 
says the Morrison bill will be reported sub- 
stantially in the form in which it was intro- 
duced, and that Mr. Morrison did not introduce 
it until after he had had a thorough under 
standing with the Democratic members of the 
committee. While some of them may not 
wholly approve the bill, or understand as yet 
exactly what it means, they will, nevértheless, 
support it in the House. Even Mr. Hewitt, 
said this gentlemen, while he will propose a 
great many amendments, and would like to 
have the bill changed in important particulars, 
will undoubtedly vote for it. 

This is a different view from that entertained 
by Republicans and is not the opinion of Judge 
Kelley, who is a member of the Ways 


and Means Committee. That gentleman 
says the bill, when it is re 
ported to the House, will not be 


recognized by its author. The Republicans have 
not held any conference on the Morrison bill, 
but-they will probably oppose it. Their main 
argument is that it is a suicidal policy to agi- 
tate the tariff question when business is de- 
pressed. Frank Hiscock, of the Ways and 
Means Committee, says the Morrison bill 
cannot become a law, and calls atten- 
tion to the fact that eighty-two Demo- 
crate voted against Carlisle in caucus 
and only 106 for him. He goes so far as 
to say that any bill which Mr. Morrison may 
report will be a bad one for the industries of 
the country, which now want a rest from agita- 
tion. He thinks the time to correct dbuses in 
the tariff will be when the people are more 
prosperous, and if the necessary appropriations 
are made for the support of the Government, 
the payment of the sinking fund, and pensions, 
there will not be a great surplus left. Mr. 
Hiscock admits, however, that the Senate is 
very close, and that it is doubtful whether there 
is a protective-tariff majority in that body. cj 
INDORSED BY THE DEMOCRATS. 

Mr. Morrison, speaking of the prospects of 
his bill, confirms the report that it was submit- 
ted to the Democratic members of the commit- 
tee before he introduced it. He said: * They 
all expressed themselves as satisfied with it, 
with the reservation that in the discussions in 
the committee they might be disposed to sub- 
mit some unimportant amendments. I do not 
consider myself so infallible that I cannot make 
mistakes. The bill is now in the committee for 
consideration. We are having some tableg pre- 
pared which will show the rates of duty upon 
every article in the existing tariff and in the 
Morrill Tariff bill, and what would be the effect 
of the bill which has just been introduced.“ 


POSTAL TELEGRAPHY. ‘ 
STATEMENTS FROM BALTIMORE & OHIO REP- 
RESENTATIVES. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 9.—D. H. Bates, 


President of the Baltimore & Ohio Telegraph 
Company, and Robert Garrett, President pro 


tem. of the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad Com- 


pany, appeared before the Senate Committee 
on Post- Omces and Post- Roads today to defend 
the interests of that company in connection 
with the postal telegraph measures the com- 
mittee has under consideration. Bates ex- 
plained what the Baltimore & Ohio Telegraph 
expected to accomplish in the way of competi- 
tion with the Western Union. Then Mr. Gar- 
rett addressed the committee, saying the 
Baltimore & Ohio was prepared today to enter 
nto a contract with the Post-Office Department 

transact the business of the public upon 
some plan which would be satisfactory to the 
public and profitable to the company. 

Senator Wilson asked what assurance could 
be given in case the committee was unable to 
reach the conclusion of the matter that at 
some not very distant day the Baltimore & 
Ohio Company would not enter into a pooling 
arrangement with the Western Union Com- 


pany. 

Mr. Garrett said he could only point to the 
history of the Baltimore & Ohio Company in the 
past; and in his turn asked how a telegraph 
company could satisfy the committee on 
point specified, and also that rates would be 
maintained at a tariff satisfactory to the public. 

Senator Hill said he had a respect for the 
Baltimore & Ohio Company aad its man- 
agement, but the motives of its managers were 
the same as those of managers of other 
rations—to make money. Whenever it could be 
made certain that more could be by con- 
solidation the consolidation would inevitably 
take place. Combinations paid better than com- 
petition, 

Mr. Garrett said he believed the day for con- 
solidation had passed. His company had made 
contracts and expended its money. and wished 
to know the views of the committee how it 
could be satisfied. The company was in ear- 
nest 


Senator Htll said there would come a time 


when the Western Union Company would offer 
the Baltimore & Ohio Company four or five 
times as much for its lines as they had cost. 
What guarantee could be given that the com- 
pany would not sell? 

Mr. Garrett said the company bad no objec- 
vised. 

Senator Wilson asked if in the progress of 
the inquiry the committee should be able with 
the aid of experts to determine what would be 
fair average rates considering the interests of 
the company and public, the company would 
accept such rates? 

Mr. Garrett said the company’s inclination 
would be to accept any reasonable rates fixed 
by any practical commission. If the Govern- 
ment saw fit to enter into an arrangement with 
the Baltimore, & Ohio Company the latter 
would be prepared to guarantee the compleuon 
of its lines quicker than the Government could 
build, and to limit its rates. 


A LEGAL MEASURE 
AFYECTING THE REMOVAL OF CAUSES FROM 
STATE TO FEDERAL COURTS. 


WaASHINGTUN, D. C., Feb. 9.—[Special.}— 
The House Jydiciary Committee has favorably 
reported av important bill relative to the 
removal of causes from State courts. The 
committee says: 


The first change is to increase the minimum jur- 
isdiction of the Circuit Courts from $500 to $2,000. 
The present minimum jurisdiction was fixed by the 
law of 1879. In view of the growth of business in 
the country and the increase of popu- 
lation from 4,000,000, the number at 
the time the act was passed, to 50,000,000, the 
committee believes that the minimum jurisdiction of 
the Circuit Cou ought not to be less than $2,000. 
In almost all the States of the Union the Circuit 
Courts are overloaded with business. By increas- 
ing the minimum from $500 to $2,000 the United 
States Courts will be relieved of a large amount of 
business, which can be as satisfactorily disposed of 
by the State Courts as by the Circuit Courts of the 
United States, and with more dispatch and less cost 
to litigants. 

The gext amendment proposed is toctake away 
from the Circuit Courts of the United States juris- 
diction of causes in favor of assignees of promis- 
sory notes and bills of exchange, unless a suit 
might have been maintained thereon if no assign- 
ment had been made. This change restores the 
law as it existed from 1780 to 1876. It is believed 
that a large proportion of the business which goes 
into the Circuit Courts at the instance of assignees 
of promissory notes and domestic bills of exchange 
isthe result of colusions between the original 
payee or holderand the assignee. This fruitful 
source of fraud on the jurisdiction of the courts, 
and unnecessary annoyance and expense which the 
makers of such instruments dre subjected to, ought 
to be removed. 

The next change proposed is to restrict the right 
to remove a cause from the State to the Federal 
Court to the defendant. As the law no rovides, 
either plaintiff or defendant may remo a cause. 
It is believed to be justand proper to uire the 
plaintiff to abide this selection of a forum. The 


committee, however, believes that when a plaintiff 
makes affidavit that from prejudice or local infiu- 
ence he will not be able to obtain justice in the 
State Court, he should have the right to remove 
the cause to the Federal Court. 


The next material change is to take from the 


Circuit Courts jurisdiction of any suit of a civil 
nature between a corporation and a citizen of any 
State in which such corporation, at the time the 
cause of action occurred, may have been carrying 
on any business authorized by the law creating it, 
except cases arising under the copyright or patent 
laws, and in like cases in which these courts are 
authorised by the act to take original cognizance 
of suits between citizens of 

There has been no judicial asce 
domicile of such corporations, but under existing 
law such corporations are permitted to sue in the 
Federal Courts, and when sued in a State Court are 
authorized under Sec. 640, Revised Statutes, to re- 
move the cause to the Circuit Court of the United 
States.

THE WIRE-FENCE MEN. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 9.— Special.] The 


managers of some of the large ranches in Texas 
and Nebraska whose wire fences have been 
ordered cut by the Government have arrived 
here in order to if possible adjust their dim- 
culties. They admit that they violated the 
luw in refusing to permit the Government 
mail-carriers to cross their ranches, and do not 
claim that they have any title to the land. The 
only argument they do make, in fact, is that, 


by raising cattle, they help to make meat 
cheaper to the consumer. The Govern- 
ment authorities do not consider an argu- 
ment of that sort any reason why 
these ranchmen should assume that the Gov- 
ernment land is their own, fence it in, and ex- 
clude even the mail-carriers from it, and there 
undoubtedly will be no modification of the 
order that these ranchmen must go. The con- 
sequence undoubtedly will be a serious hard- 
ship in many cases.

SELLING GOVERNMENT PAPERS. 

One of the Government Postal-Inspectors 
says that, if Mr. Springer chooses to press his 
inquiry into proper quarters, he is of the opin- 
ion that it will be found that documents which 
were in the custody of the Government were sold 
to implicated contractors, and adds that it has 
come to his knowledge that copies of these 
important documents were, prior to a certain 
time, in the hands of the contractors, and that 
he believes that considerable sums of money 
were paid for them.

HENNEPIN CANAL. 

William 8. Brackett, editor of the Peoria 
Daily Transcript, one of the delegates-at- 
large from Illinois to the Mississippi River Im- 
provement Convention, has received the united 
thanks of the delegation in convention for his 
untiring efforts in behalf of the Hennepin 
Canal. The adoption of a resolution by 
convention favoring the completion of th 
route it is believed will have a powerful in- 
fluence in securing the passage of the bill re- 
lating thereto now pending in Congress. 

CLASSIFYING RICE-MEAL. 

Secretary Folger today rendered a decision 
settling the contest over the dlassification of 
rice-meal and small rice broken into small - 
cles in process of cleaning. The Secretary holds 
that these qualities are subject to a duty of 
only 20 per cent ad valorem, instead of 2\% 
cents per pound, as charged upon cleaned rice. 
This is a question of great importance to brew- 
ers, as this small rice has for the last few years 
entered largely into the manufacture of the 
best grades of beer. 

POSTAL AFFAIRS. : 

The House Committee on Post-Offices and 
Post-Roads has agreed to report favorably on 
the bill providing that letter-carriers be em- 
ployed in every city containing 50,000 in- 
habitants and may be employed in places con- 
taining not less than 2.000 and producing a 
gross postal revenue of at least $2,000 per 
annum. 

The committee also agreed to report a sub- 
stitute for the bill to secure the speedy delivery 
of letters. It provides for the issue of 
a special stamp to cost 10 cents, which when 
affixed to letters will insure their immediate 
delivery at any free-delivery office between the 
hours of 7 a. m. and 12 midnight. It allows 
the Postmasters of such cities to pay not more 
than 80 per cent of the yalue of such stamps 
to persons who deliver such letters, but no one 
person shall receive more than $30 per month 
for such servioe. A favorabie rt was also 
directed on the bill to provide for the deposit 
in the Treasury of the receipts of the money- 
order system, and for the payment of its ex- 
penses out of the appropriations. tA 


ALLEGED MALTREATMENT. 


Punishment Inflicted on Lads in the 
Rochester House of Refuge. 

RocuestTer, N. Y., Feb. 9.—|Special.]—To- 
day the Assembly committee, oonststing of 
Gen. Heath and Mr. Hunt, investigating the 
House of Refuge management, first made an 
examination of the dormitories and next took 
the testimony of Joseph Henry Rouse. He 


Refuge as coachman and is now in Superin- 
tendent Fulton’s employment in the same 
capacity.

The cell was full 
of bedbugs and lice, and I couldn't sleep. The 
air was too hot.“ 

John Winters, another delinquent, said he 
had been in a dark cell tor two weeks and five 
days. Frank Croffut was kept in a little cell 
three weeks and five days for striking another 
boy. David W. Clary testified that Brigham, a 
keeper, struck him on the ear with a machine- 
strap, which injured him so badly that he was 
sent to the hospital, and that when he returned 
he was struck again by Brigham, who told the 
boy to say that his ear had been hit by a base- 
ball club. George H. Shaw swore that Brig- 
bam pinched his nose until he pinched a hole 
through it. Fred Fisk, aged 18, testified that 
he had been kept on the bread-and-water table 
for six months, and was told he would be 
starved into submission.

Sadie Bolton’s father is a 
farmer living near Clintonville, Wis: She went 
to Milwaukee about two years ago, and lived 
as a domestic in the family of B. C. Meddaugh, 
General Agent of the Detroit & Milwaukee 
Railroad. 

Annie Broth is the daughter of a carpenter. 
She lefther home at Sheboygan about four 
weeks ago to visit the other girls at Milwaukee. 
She is a nurse, and they both applied at the in- 
telligence office, hoping to find employment in 
some family. 

Leinggenhager, a brutal-looking Swiss, says 
the girls knew where they were to go upon 
reaching this city. It was understood before 
he engaged them. He said he did not detain 
them by force, but they had been at liberty to 
go at any time if they paid him the amount of 
money he advanced them to get here.

WORK GIVEN TO 345 MEN AND Bors. 

„We have assisted since we started a few 
days ago, said the superintendent, “345 men 
and boys. To these we have given 190 meals 
and 155 lodgings. In all we have had 550 appli- 
cants, some of whom could not be accommo- 
dated. The following is what we ask for soft 
kindling, delivered at the house, by the cord: 
One cord, $7; half cord, $3.75; quarter cord, 
$2; eighth cord, 81.25.“ 

Watching the men as they came out the re- 
porter hailed several and offered them money 
for their tickets. One wanted half a dollar, 
but others who had been there before put a 
more reasonable price on their property. A 
man who had worked all day and earned two 
tickets offered to accept the face value, or, in 
fact, anything the purchaser might be willing to 
give.

I never tried the 
lodging, but I’ve heard em say that the bunks 
is only worth 10 cents, same as all the other 
lodging-houses charges; but I don’t kick 80 
much about the quality of the stuff as the long 
time we have to work in order to getit. They 
say it is charity, but just. look at it this way. 
I hunted work all day yesterday, and did not 
make anything except enough to pay for my 
lodging. At 6 o’clock in the morning I got up 
and started over here, supposing I could soon 
earn a meal, and that I could then start out 
and hunt for something better. The place did 
not open till 8 o’clock, and as I got there too 
early I started out in another direction. Find- 
ing nothing I came back at 11 o' clock, and 
after waiting half an hour started in and worked 
at all sorts of things—sawing wood, splitting it, 
and unloading the wagon. I was finally 
‘passed out’ at 3:45. . Now it will take me an 
hour to walk down to 67 Wells street and get 
my dinner. By the time 1 could get any- 
where the day would almost beover. They 
won't let you come every day, and they turn 
lots of men away.

THE BEEF-OANNING INDUSTRY. 


Chicago Boasts the Largest Canning 
Establishment in the World —A 
Grand Total of 1,161,387 Cattle 
Packed, 

Believing that facts showing the develop- 
ment and present magnitude of the beef-can- 
ning industry—in which branch Chicago leads 
the worl—would be of general interest, a rep- 
resentative of Tun TRIBUNE was detailed to 
hunt up the desiced information.

THE CROUCH TRAGEDY. 


Intense Excitement Over the Two 


Latest Sensational Epi- 
sodes. 


An Inquest Held Over the Body of 
James Foy—What Detective 
Brown Says. 


Jackson, Mich., Feb. 9.—|Special.]—The city 
has been wild with excitement all day and 
thronged with crowds in spite of the rain and 
mud, eager to catch the least hint that would 
lead to the solution of the Crouch tragedy of

Detective Giles Brown and the inquest over 
the body of James Foy. It was thought the 
end of this borrible murder-mystery was near 
at hand. Men stood around in the rain mood- 
ily pondering the new horror, and when they 
talked it was to express with dangerous empha- 
sis the sentiment that these murders must be 


stopped. 
vor INQUEST. 

As the day progressed a crowd filled Union 
Hall, where the Foy inquest was in progress, 
hoping something new would develop. All 
were disappointed. The inquest was tame. 
Numberless witnesses were examined and told 
the same story over. It was shown that Foy 
was a dangerous man when drunk. All partio- 
ulars of the shooting of Detective Brown were 
given last night. Nothing definit followed. 
Brown says that Judd Crouch shot him. The 
other man in company with Crouch in the 
buggy looked like McCallum. Brown is resting 
easily at the Hutchins House: in the Village of 
Horton, where he was carried when found on 
the road by young Goldsmith and Younker. 
He is shot through the left lung three inches 
above the heart. The ball passed through the 
body and lodged in the scapula. It has not 
been extracted. He ate some dinner and has 
continued to denounce his assailants this aft- 
ernoon. He will swear information and com- 
plaint charging Judd Crouch and Hugh McCal- 
lum with attempted murder. If he does this 
they will be arrested tonight or tomorrow. 

CROUCH AND M’CALLUM ARRESTED. 

Crouch and McCallum were arrested early 
this morning on suspicion, brought to town by 
the Sheriff, and dismissed. They will prove an 
alibi if arrested again. Public sentiment re- 
garding their guilt is divided. 

Daniel Holcomb is sick with pneumonia, 
and the Foy inquest adjourned tonight to take 
his testimony Monday. The Citizen office has 
been besieged all evening by crowds scrambling 
for papers containing details of the crime.

ROUGH ON THE OPERA-HOUSE. 


A Correspondent Tells Why He Thinks 
the New Opera-House Will Not Pay 
—His Objections to the Scheme. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 9.—[{Editor of The Tribune. 
As the newspapers have been “ booming” the 


| new opera-house scheme, permit one who 


knows something on the subject to state a few 
objections thereto, which may, perhaps, result 
in saving the money of intending Investors. A 
wilder, more visionary, and impracticable 
scheme never emanated from the brain of that 
most speculative of individuals, a Chicago 
real-estate man. 
Let us look at the financial aspect of the 
matter. The proposed capitalization is $600,000. 
Of this $100,000 in stock is to go to the insiders. 
For what? Do they pay for it in cash, or is ita 
bonus as a reward for devising the scheme? 
Then the public is to be bled to the tune of 
$250,000 stock subscriptions. Lastly come the 
bondholders with $250,000 at 6 per ce nt inter- 
est. Though last now, they will be first in 
three or four years, and will undoubtedly 
“ gobble’ the building—opera-h ouse and all. 
The ground-rent is $30,000 per annum and 
taxes, which latter will be about $15,000. The 
insurance on a $500,000 building at 3 per cent 
is $15,000. I know it is alleged that the 
building is to be fire-proof, including the opera- 
house, but the latter is an absolute impossi- 
bility, and I venture the prediction that the 
Board of Underwriters will fix the rate at 4 per 
cent, the lowest now existing. Six _ cent in- 
terest on the bonds is $15,000. mainte- 
nance of the building, elevator service, heat- 
ing, etc., cannot be less than $15,000 more. 
Here are fixed charges of $75,000 per annum. 
What show is there for dividends on the 8850. 
000 stock, including the $100,000 bonus to the 
insiders? To earn 10 per cent dividends, as is 
claimed it will, the income must be the enor- 
mous sum of $110,000. There is no office build- 
ing in Chicago that earns much more than half 
that sum. The First National Bank Building 
covers as much ground as the proposed opera- 
house block, cost less than half the proposed 
investment therein, and does not earn any- 
where near enough money to pay the fixed 
charges above mentioned.

RAILROADS. 


The Cutting of Rates Considered in 
Connection with the Weeks 
Bast-Bound Shipments, 


War Olouds Still Lingering Over the Bur- 

* lington and the Western Trunk- — 

The Increase in East-Bound 

Freight Shipments Due to the Cut- 

ting of Rates. 

The increase in east-bound shipments of 
flour, grain, and provisions during the last 
week was so slight as to be hardly worth men- 
tioning. On account of the heavy cutting of 
rates going on during the week a large 
increase was expected. That it did not 
turn out so is rather discouraging 
to the railroads, as it shows that there is but 
little demand in the East, no matter how low 
the freight rates may be. The indications are 
that for the balance of this season east-bound 
business will be unusually dull. The trunk 
lines are now making strenuous efforts to se- 


so small an amount of business as is now going 
forward they cannot exist unless they are able 
to secure good rates. At a meeting of the 
Presidents of all the Eastern roads held in New 


* Tuesday another agreement was adopted 
fo restoration and future maintenance of 
rates, and the Presidents personally pledged 


themselves to be responsible for any cutting 
on hereafter. The 


of rates 

does not differ ma- 
terially ae ones which 
have been adopted for the same purpose, but it 
is claimed by the rajlroad people that a better 
disposition will be shown hereafter to main- 
tain the rates, as the situation had reached a 
stage where rates had to be maintained or 
everything would go to ruin. The Chicago 
roads will no doubt make an earnest effort to 
maintain the rates. They are ali controlled by 
Eastern trunk-lines and must obey the man- 
dates of the latter. The great difficulty, how- 
ever, Will be in securing a maintenance of 
rates from Western interior points, and espe- 
cially from Peoria. Most of the roads 
from those ts are independent of the 
4 trunk-lines be as easily 
coerced as the Chicago lines. If those roads 


roads maintain them, the little business there 
is going forward will go around Chicago and 
Chicago roads will have no business to handle. 
The trunk-line Presidente at their meeting in 
New York Thursday resolved that the pools 
between the Western interior and the seaboard 
should be completed as early as possible. Sim- 
Har resolutions, however, were passed hereto- 
fore, and yet it was found impossible to form 
such pools or to prevent the roads from cutting 
the rates. It is probable that the present efforts 
will be no more successful than previous ones 
ana before long the situation will be worse 
than ever. The total shipments of flour, grain, 
and provisions east from this city by the vari- 
ous roads for the week ending Feb. 9 were 
45,547 tons, against 44,477 tons for the week 
previous.

longer conform to the agreement. If the com- 
pany ceased to make reports to him the day 
named he had not yet been made aware of it. 
As far as he was concerned, he would refuse to 
recognize the Union Pacific’s withdrawal, as 
there was no regord to show that a notice of 
withdrawal had been filed as required by the 
terms of the agreement, and before the Union 
Pacific would be considered out of the associa- 
tion it would have to give the required ninety 
ays’ notice in writing. 

The Union Pacific officials state that they 
have withdrawn from the association and as- 
sert that the notice given at Topeka was in due 
form. If the Union Pacific has really made up 
its mind to act outside of the association, it is 
hard to see how it can be compelled to remain 
in it. But fts withdrawal alone will not break 
up the association, as it has been agreed to 
keep the latter intact so long as seven roads re- 
main loyal. There are ten roads in the associa- 
tion, and consequently two more will have to 
withdraw before it can be considered out of 
existence. The Texas & Pacific, one of Gould’s 
lines, has also given a notice of withdrawal 
which expires March 13, but owing to the 
attempt of Gould to bull the stock market 
it is likely that the road will 
reconsider its notice of withdrawal before it 
expires. Should the Texas Pacific, however, 
withdraw on the date named, it will then de- 
pend upon the Central Pacific whether the 
Transcontinental Association is to be termi- 
nated, as all the other roads are determined to 
adhere to the agreement and, if possible, carry 
out its provisions. The Central Pacific would

Mr. Meiville W. Fuller stood behind a large 
bouquet of natural flowers in the club-room of 
the Palmer House last night and lectured to 
about 100 members of the Iroquois Club and 
several of the members’ wives on “ The Prin- 
ciples of Demobracy.“ the lecture being one of 
pronounced free-trade tendencies. Mr. Fuller 
was introduced by President Erskine M. Phelps, 
and among the prominent ones in the audience 
were Judge Moran, T. Lyle Dickey, Lyman 
Trumbull, A. F. Seeberger. Col. Tourtel 
lotte, Charles Kern, E. F. Lawrence, Swayne 
Wickersham, Abner Price, 8. Corning Judd, 
Claude J. Adams, Luther Dearborn, George 
Clarke, M. Caruthers, William H. White, and 
others. 

Mr. Fuller opened with a comment on the 
fact that the gathering was on the birthday of 
one of the leaders of the Democratic party— 
anne J. Tilden, who was born Feb. 9, 1814— 
‘and declared that the principles of the party 
bad been laid down in the statesmanlike writ- 

ines of this leader. Of the two chief political 
parties the object of one was to confine the ac- 
tion of the General Government within the 
limits prescribed by the Constitution, while the 
Other party aimed to give the General Govern- 
ment greater powers and a wider field. Jeffer- 
son was the type of one and Hamilton of the 
other. The former had faith in the great bulk 
of the people—a demotratic faith—but the 
other aimed to have an aristocratic Govern- 
ment. The moying cause of the celebrated 
Kentucky and Virginia resolutions of 1798 was 
the alien and sedition laws opposed by the 
Dethoéracy. The speaker pointed out that the 
doctrine of Calhoun as to State rights was not 
the doctrine of Jefferson and Madison, as ex- 
emplified in the resolutions and the report made 
“thereon by Madison in 1800. 
Mr. Fuller then spoke of the contest over the 
jted States Bank and the passage of the 
“Tender act, the constitutionality of 
which was denied by the Democrats as a mat- 
ter of law, and the expediency of which was 
questioned as a matter of political economy. 
“The Democratic party was essentially a hard- 
money party. 

Coming to the question of internal improve- 
ments and taxation, the lecturer said the Dem- 
ocratic party believed only in taxation for the- 
Purpose -of --raising money for public 
purposes, as laid down in the 
Constitution,

Troubles in Troy, N. V. 5 

TRoy, N. V., Feb. 9.—[Special.]—This after- 
noon fourteen union molders were held for 
the grand jury on a charge of conspiracy to 
ruin the business of the Troy Malleabie Iron 
Company, the determined efforts of which to 
run their foundry with. non-union men have 
resulted in one and 
ing affrays, and a reign of terror out par- 
allel in this community. The examination of 
the fourteen prisoners consumed two days 
and resulted in disclosures of an astonishing 
nature. It was proved that John F. Cahill, 
President of the Molders’ Union, rented a 
house in the vicinity of the toundry and 
made it the headquarters for the patrol 
of strikers who have been picketed about the 
works, offering money to the workmen who 
took their places to leave the shop, threatening 
harm to those who refused, and assaulting oth- 
ers. One of the patrol who deserted, it is said, 
asserted upon the witness stand that regular 
beats and hours of duty were observed, and 
that he had been directed when arguments 
failed in inducing men to lekve the foundry to 
use violence. Every employé of the works | 
testified to having been accosted and in some 
instances beaten by the patrol, and the en- 
gineer declared he had received notice from a 
union molder to draw the fires from his boik 
as it was intended to sack the foundry.

A PRISON LABOR COMMISSION IN NEW YORK. 

ALBANY, N. | & Feb. 9.— [Special.} — Gov. 
Cleveland has signed a bill creating a Prison 
Labor Commission-of five persons to examine 
into and report upon the practical operation of 
the contract-system of prison labor and its ef- 
fect upon prison discipline to prisoners and the 
community at large. They are to in the 
shape of a bill the changes in existing sys- 
tem they consider advisable. This plan bas 
been pted by the Republicans to carry out 
the oPinion of the people expressed at the last 
election, when 406,000 votes were cast in favor 
of the proposition to abolish the contract-system 
in the prisons, and 267,000 against it. The com- 
mission will report at this sessiou, and any 
modifications in the system they may suggest 
will undoubtedly be accepted by the Leis- 
lature. It is not thought its complete abolition 
will be recommended. A combination of the 
contract and public systems meets with con- 
siderable tavor in many quarters.

FRANCE AND AMERIOA. 
LEON CHOIrTEAU COMING OVER TO SAY A WORD 
' FOR THE AMERICAN HOG. 

Tne following letter from Léon Chotteau to 
Mr. Charles Henrotin, the Belgain Consul in 
this city, fully explains itself: 

PARIS, 75 Avenue de Villiers, Jan. 2.—Oharles 
Henrotin, Esq., Consul of Belgium, No. 106 Washing- 
ton street, „ 4U.—DEAR SIR: You are aware 
that an inconsiderute vote of the Chamber of 
Deputies has suspended the free entry into France 
of American salted pork meats which had been at 
last decreed by the Mihister of Commerce. 

That vote has been justly resented in America, 
and has caused a retaliation bill to be moved in the 
Washington Congress against French wines and 
brandies. 

Iam of opinion that the French and American 
people would find it better in their interest to come 
to an understanding. 

I have no doubt but it is with a view to bring 
about such an arrangement that the retaliation bill 
has been moved. Its supporters have probably 
been actuated by the old adage: Si vis pacem 
para bellum.” 

Such an accord, however, cannot be established 
until the day when France will accept the free in- 
troduction of the salted meats which are presently 
probibited. 

But the sudden and unexpected resolution of the 
Chamber of Deputies has been inspired by con- 
siderations which you probably do not know and 
which I should like to reveal to your cOuntrymen. 

In my opinion great meetings convened in Wash- 
ington and other places would find a loud echo in 
France, and would far better enlighten public opiu- 
ion in this country than if they were held on this 
side of the Atlantic. 

In order to bring my project to a successful issue 
I sball sail from England the 15th inst. for Ameri- 
ca on board the Grecian, of the Monarch Line.

THE LIVE-STOCK MEN 

PROTEST AGAINST THE “BUREAU OF ANIMAL 

INDUSTRY.” 

The following remonstrance against the bill 
now pending in Congress which proposes to 
establish a Bureau of Animal Industry was 
forwarded to Congressman Dunham yesterday 
afternoon: 

UNION STOCK-Y CHICAGO, Feb. 9.-——The 
Hon. R. W. Dunham, M. C.—SiR: A bill now de- 
fore the House of Representatives proposes to 
establish a Bureau of Animal Industry to ex- 
terminate cattle diseases, regulate the movements 
of cattle, and appropriate a large sum of money to 
meet the expenses incidental thereto. We, 
undersigned, dealers in cattle at these yards and 
elsewhere, and who last year handled over $200,- 


have large investments in the cattle industry, be- 
ing vitally interested in the welfare of American 
cattle, desire hereby to respectfully protest against 
the passage of such bill, for the following reasons— 
viz.: 

We know of no such disease as contagious lung 
plague or pleuro-pneumonia among the millions of 
. cattle received at these yards nor among any other 
cattle anywhere west of the Allegheny Mountains. 
We believe American cattle generally to be the 
healthiest in the world, and, if anything, sounder 
than for the last forty years, notwithstanding there 
has been an immense increase during the last few 
years, and there is nothing in their present condi- 
tion to justify or call for the proposed legislation, 
which is calculated in our opinion to harass the in- 
dustry and work injury thereto, without any cor- 
responding benefit. : 

We do not object to a wise and practical Govern- 
ment supervision of cattle interests generally, but 
do desire that any or all legislation on the subject 
shall be such as will cOmmand the respect and 
hearty compliance of the great cattle interests of 
our country, which we fear the bill now before the 
House will not accomplish. Its chief result will 
be to find place for an army of office-seekers to 
tax the Government with large sums of money. 
We therefore respectfully request you to oppose 
such bill in the interests of the practical stock 
raisers, feeders, and dealers of the country, and if 
necessary see that they have a hearing in the mat-

THE LIST OF THE MAYOR'S TAXEASERS. 

News: Among the initiated at the City-Hall 
and in municipal circles generally there is a 
deep distrust of Frank Lawler’s design in get- 
ting passed at the last session of the Council a 
resolution requesting the Controller to submit 
to the Council a list of all the employés and 
Officers in the pay of the city. This is to in- 
clude the names and the salaries. The opinion 
seems to prevail that the wily Alderman will 
use this list as the basis of a hostile movement 
against the Mayor. 

What do you think of Ald. Lawler’s resolu- 
tion, Mr. Mayor? was asked. 

Well, what of it?” said Mr. Harrison, very 
brusquely.

* Oh, I don't know,” and the Mayor splut- 
tered wrathfully, showing that he did know; 
nor do I care a d—.” His eyes flashed fire 
and his lip quivered. 

Ald. Lawler was next questioned.

„Well,“ said Lawler, cautiously, the Mayor 
is forever claiming that he has no personal 
friends in office. We want to find out whether 
that isso. I represent a big constituency, for 
instance, and I ought to have my fair share of 
the representation, but all I’ve got in the city’s 
pay istwo men. Now, we want to find out who 
all these men are who draw salaries from the 
City Treasury, and do a little weeding on our 
part. We may hurt the Mayor in doing so, or 
we may not. About that I don’t know.” 

There is areguiar army of city employés, 
men and women of all ages and conditions, who 
meet but in this one point, that they draw their 
salary with promptness and dispatch. Of the 
regular employés there are 2,877, with an ag- 
gregate salary of over $2,250,000. Of the regu- 
lar corps of employés there are the 411 em- 
ployés of the Fire Department, with $421,443 
Aggregate salary; the 673 employés of the Po- 
lice Department, with $613,117 aggregate sal- 
ary; the 1,148 teachers in the public schools, 
with $860,000 salary; the sixty-two bridge- 
tenders and their assistants, with $45,357.90 sal- 
ary; the thirty-nine employés of the Health 
Department, with $52,500 salary; and the nine- 
teen employés at the small-pox hospital. There 
is a long list of other departments and their em- 
ployés, with more or less elaborate salary at- 
tachments. In brief, it looks at a superficial 
glance as if Ald. Lawler and his refurm-thirsty

HARRISON STILL HARPING ON THE TWO RA 

—GRINNELL WARNS THE SALOONKEEPE 

THE LATTFR'S ATTORN&YS INCITING REVOLT

In speaking of the license question yesterday 
Mayor Harrison said he would not pretend to 
say what disposition would be made ol it in the 
Council, but he thought the Aldermen 
were beginning to come around to 
the $500 and $150 licenses, and he 
believed an ordinance in conformity with 
the Harper bill would be passed. Wickersham, 
Foss, Lyke, and Hull were of the opinion that 
such an ordinance would be proper, and others 
were rapidly gaining the same impression.

PROPOSED NEW COMMISSION RULE TO ENABLE 
THE BOARD TO COMPETE WITH THE EX- 
CHANGE — TARIFF CHANGES — NON-INTER- 
COURSE. 

A committee of the Board of Underwriters, 
consisting of R. S. Critchell, C. E. Affeid, Carl 
Huncke, T. S. Cunningham, and Louis H. Davis, 
have recommended thé adoption of the follow- 
ing amendments to the by-laws: 

No commission or brokerage, directly or indirect- 
ly, shall be allowed to any one exceeding 10 per 
cent, except a commission not to exceed 20 per 
cent may be allowed on dwellings and their con- 
tents and buildings occupied for stores on grade 
floor and dwellings above, and contents of same, 
but this shall not apply to the business district 
north of Harrison street and south and east of the 
Chicago River to Lake Michigan. 

The object of this isto put the members of 
the board in a position to compete with those 
_of the Insurance Exchange, who pay 
20 and 25 per cent for business. 

The committee also recommend the following 
tariff on frame dwellings: Single frame dwell- 
ings, detached fifty feet on both sides, or ex- 
posed only by brick dwellings, 50 cents; de- 
tached fifty feet on one side, or exposed onl 
by brick buildings on one side, 60 cents; 
other frame dwellings not less than 75 cents. 

The committee’s report also contained the 
following: 

In reference to the grain business, to correct the 
evils now existing, we recommend non-intercourse 
on that class of business with any person not a 
member of this board, and that the sum of $50 be 
deposited with the Treasurer of the board by each 
member thereof, this $50 to be forfeited by any 
member who shall be found guilty of tak- 
ing any grain business in Chicago elevators from 
any person not a member of the board, or of pay- 
ing any commission or drawback to the assured or 
the employés of the assured. We also recommend 
that this non-intercourse rule shall apply to all 
risks at the Union Stock-Yards, the deposit to be 
forfeited by any member found guilty of taking 
any Stock-Yards business from any person not a 
member of this board, or of allowing any rebates 
Ou the same. 


RECEIVER WANTED 
FOR THE ELGIN TUBULAR IRON TOWER COM- 
PANY. 


A bill was filed in the Circuit Court Saturday | 
by Clarence A. Black and others of Detroit 
against the Elgin Tubular Iron Tower Company, 
George S. Bowen, and Milan C. Bullock, asking 
for a dissolution of the company’s affairs. The 
complainants are all stockholders in the com- 


pany to the following amounts: Black, 2,500 
shares: Wells W. Leggitt, 2,500 shares; J. L. 
| Edson, 2,500 shares; and John S. Adams, 2,500 
_ shares, and they are anxious to save something 
out of the wreck. Of the defendants, Bowen 
owns 2,499 and Bullock 2.500 shares, the stock 
being $150,000 in shares of $10 each. The com- 
pany was organized July 14, 1881, for the pur- 
pose of erecting and selling iron towers 
from 100 to 250 feet high for the support 
of electric lights. It was expected the 
business would be highly profitable, as the 
electric-light system was .becoming very popu- 
lar, but the public failed to take kindly to the 
notion of having its light emanate from high 
towers, and about March last the company be- 
came so embarrassed financially that it was 
obliged to decline any new business and con- 
fine its attention to the compietion of out- 
standing contracts. It is now deeply insolvent, 
owing $42,000, while its assets are not worth 
more than $12,871, consisting of bills receiva- 
ble $7,429, and patterns, tools, etc., $4,942. The 
corporation also owns certain patents for the 
construction of tubular iron towers, but they 
are of very doubtful value. Its liabilities com- 

rise $22,647 due for general account. $8,549 to 

L. Edson for money loaned, $5,213 to C. A. 
Black for a similar purpose, and $5,561 to Wells 
w. tt. Edson, Black & Leggitt are per- 
sonally liable as indorsers to the amount of 
88.000 of the bills payable to Crane Bros. Mahu- 
facturing Company. Leggitt, Edson, Black, 
and Adams constitute the entire Board of 
Directors of. the company, and expected to 
make its business a success, but soon found it 
had been ruined by previous’mismana igement. 
They claim they were misled by Bowen, the 
managing Director, who had a large amount of 
stock he wanted to unload, and to get rid of it 
gave a rather rose-colored account of the com- 
pany’s business, claiming it was on a sound 
financial basis, that its debts were only $10,683 
and bills receivable $14,000; that the work in 
hand would yield a profit of $5,000; the net assets 
were $10,000, and the business worth $20,000 
a year. This sounded well, and complainants 
bought in on the strength of these representa- 
tions, but they soon found they had been badly 
duped. The business did not and could not 
pay any profit. The debts were over $16,000, 
and the assets less than $14,000, and the excess 
of the liabilities over the regourees more than 
$16,000. Any further gontinvance of the busi- 
ness will only result in augmented loss to the 
stockholders and a further diminution of the 
assets, and complainants therefore ask that a 
Receiver may be appointed ahd the company’s 
affairs closed up as economically and expedi- 
tiously as possible.

VANDERBILT'S PICTURES. 


What May Be Seen by the Public 
in the Millionaire’s Private 
Collection. 


Gross Abuses of Generous Hospitality— 
Prying Visitors in the 
. House. 


The Exhibition by the Water-Color Society 
and Its Principal Features of 
| Interest. 


New York, Feb. 7.— [Special Correspond- 
ence.}|—The recent addition of nearly a hundred 
paintings to Mr. William H. Vanderbilt's gallery 
has raised it to the rank of the finest private 
collection in the country. Its character asa 
whole may be considered as popular, but, con- 
tributing as it does to the highest enjoyment 
of the many, it cannot fail of stirring at 
least the surface-waters in the souls. of 
the cultured “remnant.” The gallery was first 
opened this season on the occasion of a recep- 
tion given to Mr. Vanderbilt's personal friends. 
This was followed by one given to the artists 
of New Yorkand Brooklyn, who were privileged 
to roam all through the magnificent home, 
handling and studying the rich treasures, and 
forgetting for the moment their unattained 
ideals in the reality of a brilliant supper. The 
gallery is now open every Thursday during the 
season to such as have been given cards of ad- 
mission, obtained by writing to the house. 

As one occasionally hears Mr. Vanderbilt's 
generosity called jnto question—any patronage 
seeming meagre in comparison with the wealth 
of his resources—his liberality in opening the 
gallery to the public should be fully-recognized. 
It seems doubly great when one considers the 
poor return it has met at the hands of those re- 
ceiving it. The injuries and annoyances re- 
sulting from the bebavior of a few ili-bred 
visitors during the two years that the gallery 
has been opened to the public almost deter- 
mined Mr. Vanderbilt not to repeat the experi- 
ment this year. Single invitations were used 
to usher in whole families, in one instance 
fourteen persons coming under a single card. 
Pictures were fingered and poked with um- 
brellas and magnifying glasses, chairs were 
pushed back against the frames, and the gild- 
ing cracked off in several cases. Two valuable 
books of engravings were so injured by being 
dogseared and thumbed, and a statuet of Meis- 
sonier so battered, that it became necessary to 
remove them. Children were allowed to play 
tag around the rooms, while their parents evi- 
dently considered themseives at liberty to wan- 
der through the private apartments of the fam- 
ily, conspicuous among these being a country 
clergyman, who, accompanied by several wom- 
en, was only restrained by force after repeated 
attempts to open the folding-doors and enter 
the house. It is not strange, then, that Mr. 
Vanderbilt should have hesitated before again 
submitting his household and pictures to such 
treatment. The number of persons visiting the 
gallery is increasing with every week, and this, 
the most attractive section of Fifth avenue, in 
the neighbornood of the cathedral, is unusually 
gay Thursday afternoons. 

The scene on first entering the gallery is a 
brilliant one. There are two large rooms 
about seventy feet long and forty feet high 
joining each other at right angles; the floors 
are covered with rich Persian carpets, which’ 
crush like soft turf under one’s feet, and fin- 
ished at the edge with a mosaic sto border. 
The dado and frames of the doors a ebony, 
and the frieze, ten feet high, consists of richly- 
decorated panels, framed in heavy mahogany. 

The gallery is lighted by stained-glass sky- 
lights, delicately colored—the work of Mr. John 
Le Farge. There are rich silk divans and 
tapestry chairs scattered at convenient inter- 
vals, while through a balcony heavily draped 
with plush hangings one catches a glimpse of 
gold arches, briiliant chandeliers, and exqusit 
frescoing. There is a rich memorial table of 
ebony inlaid with 


light wood, and bear- 
ing the names of Bernarde de Palissy, 
Tasso, Raphael, Angelo, Benvenuto Cel- 
lini, and Dante. Each room communi- 


cates with the conservatory. Once as 
I stood here, looking at the masses of fairy- 
like ferns that seem fairly to foam out of the 
tiled floor, and at the coarse tropical 1 
sprawling in their rich china pots, with here 
and there a brass lamp suspended—an effect 
beautiful but in the highest degree artificial— 
I overheard a gorgeously-attired lady, who was 
o’erlea herself in an effort to entertain one 
whom I should take to be a successful store- 
dealer. You know If believe in Nature,“ she 
said; ou get the grandest effects that way.“ 
Not so a pompous much-bediamonded matron, 
to whom an enthusiastic daughter was ex- 
claiming: Isu't this lovely, mamma?” Isn't 
that sweet? That's nothing new, my dear, 
says mamma, we have all this at home.“ 

The walls are bung in maroon and gold cloth, 
which forms a quiet and effective background 
for the 3 With pardonable egotism Mr. 
Vanderbilt has placed No. 1 in the gallery the 
portrait of himself by Meissonier, an artist of 
whose work he is extremely fond. While sit- 
ting for this portrait be asked Meissonier 
whiah one of his pictures was in his 
opinion his finest work. Meissonier then 
mentioned th one representing a French Gen- 
eral “receiving dispatches. Mr. Vanderbilt 
immediately sent his agent to buy it from the 
owner, who asked an enormous price, and the 
picture now hangs in the gallery. There are 
several other fine Meissoniers, but conspicuous 
among them is one, An Artist and His Wife,”’ 
representing a disappointed and dejected 
painter—said to be Meissonier himself—being 
consoled by his wife, a very contented and 
beautiful being in blue satin. There is much 
feeling in the rendering of this canvas, which 
lifts Meissoni¢ér more completely above the 
plane of mere cleverness than is usual in his 
work. A story, fairly humorous in its absurd- 
ity, periodically goes the rounds here; it is to 
the effect that Meissonier is to paint for Mr. 
Vanderbilt a picture thirty feet square at the 
cost of $200,000. Imagine the delicate brush 
of Meissonier attacking even a five-foot canvas! 

But there is no picture in the. gallery which 
deserves to be mentioned before Millet's 
famous Sower,“ for which Mr. Vanderbilt 
paid $30,000. It represents a hill in dark 
shadow, save where a break of sunlight illu- 
mines a yoke of oxen and a cart in the back- 


ground. A peasant sower is coming down the 


hill. There is a wonderful strength, and beauty, 
and action in it; one can almost hear the heavy 
thud of the sower’s feet as he tramps down the 
“The Kuitung Lesson,“ also by Millet, 
shows a rugged simplicity and sweetness in a 
peasant woman and child. Considered in the 
gross light of a money investment one should 
say that Mr. Vanderbilt would do well to buy 
more Millets than Meissoniers, the latter being 
destined to fall and the former to rise in value.

Boston, Mass., Feb. 7.—[Special Correspond- 
once. Augustus P. Martin was a soldier in 
our army who feared not foe nor bullet, and 
rather enjoyed the smoke and thunder and fiy- 
ing shells of actual battle. He came out of the 
struggle a Colonel with a splendid record, and 
entered upon an active business life in this 
city. Last fall the citizens and Republicans 
clubbed together to make him Mayor, and 
succeeded in electing him by a decisive majori- 
ty over Alderman Hugh O'Brien, the Democratic 
candidate. if the Colonel knows Wimself he is 
once again amid the Stirring scenes of war. 
Ry virtue of the authority in him vested” he 
removed Dr. Moran, Chairman ot the School 
Board’s Committee on Supplies, and straight- 


way Mr. Crowley, a member of the 
board, undertook to have his Honor 
censured for his independent action. 


The Mayor sat in his chair while the Hon. 
Crowley read his resolutions; and, when the 
last resolved” had died away upon the am- 
bient air he took careful aim with his verbal 
gun and, shaking a spark from his fiery tem- 
per upon the priming, literally riddled the 
Irishman. He told him, in substance, to keep 
his mouth shut unt he was spoken to, and do 
all he could to defeat him for Mayor if he 
should run again. I don't care about your 
vote or anybody else’s vote, You can pass as 
many resolutions as you please: you can use 
them next fall as often as you like.” This and 
much more in a similar vein did the doughty 
Mayor say; and Mr. Crowley spat on his hands 
and tried to talk back. But it was no use. 
The critic was silenced and the town 


applauded. Ex-Mayor Palmer, commonly 
known as Poor Palmer, never dared 
to hint that his soul was his own: and 


it was refreshing to witness the perform- 
ances of a bold man inthe chair. After the 
first feeling satisfaction had passed, how- 
ever, people n to wonder if the Mayor had 
not displayed weakness and strength in about 
equal proportions on the memorable occasion 
of Rebellion: and it is pretty gen- 
erally admitted now that he would not have 
lost his temper and sacrificed his dignity if his 
statesmaniike qualities had been eminent. 
They think at the Republican headquarters on 
Park street, where the workers of the party 
spend their time looking out upon Common 
and laying political plans, that the Mayor 
slopped over a trifie, and has not helped his 
political chances materially. However, the 
City of Boston is not suffering for states meu 
in the Mayor’s chair. What was needed 


was a business-man who would manage 
municipal affairs on business principles: 
and they secured just such a person in Col. 
Martin. He won't take back water from any 
fellow; but he had better quit this independent 
course of his unless he wants the people to 
elect him again. They would prefer to have 
his Honor keep Cool-headed; but so long as he 
keeps the hungry politicians at bay and lets 
them shiver on the sidewalk where they belong 
instead of toasting their shins before the fires 
which the City of Boston pays for, they will 
overlook lapses of temper. Mayor Palmer, 
who was Butler's Fidus Achates, allowed the 
Democratic bosses to get some particularly 
strong advantage over him. He is personally 
an honorable, well-meaning man, but he showed 
plainly the need of a new backbone. |

Wendell Phillips had almost been forgotten; 
but today the whole City of Boston mourns for 
the great orator whose work lives after him, 
and will honor him dead more than it honored 
him living. For the last few years he has lived 


which were his closest companions, thinking as 
earnestly as ever, no doubt, upon the great 
problems to which the study of his life was de- 
voted. When, not long ago, the house in which 
he had always lived and through whose doors 
the great reformers of this country had often 
to seek counsel from the chiefest of | 
them all was torn downto make way for the 
extension of Harrison avenue, Mr. Phillips 
moved to a plain, unostentatious residence |, 
on Common street. There he was never 
contented nor really happy; for he had 
a strong love of locality, and the old home had 
been the treasure house of rare associations. 
In it bad been fashioned the plan of his un- 
selfish life; there he had studied, written, and 
thought and drafted the thrilling, convincing 
speeches which moided enemies into friends, 
and carried all before them. 
Mr. Phillips had not often ventured out of 
and had become hardly more than a 
watcher of events whose course he so longed 
to aid in shaping. However, he ventured now 
and then to walk a short distance upon familiar 
streets, even within recent weeks. Hardly ten 
days I saw him walking slowly, painfully 
it seemed, down Winter street, and his vener- 
able face. under the black slouch hat, looked 
worn and old. A few weeks before, I had seen him 
passing Along Washington street with Henry 
Ward Beecher, arm in arm. He was talking ear- 
nestly, and his face was lighted up and looked 
almost young again. As he lay last Wednesday 
at Faneuil Hall, while thousands ina long, un- 


upon the dead orator, he seemed like one 
asleep. The weary wok was gone, and there 
was no evidence that he had died a death of 
awful agony. 

The memory of Wendell Phillips will be cher- 
ished by mauy who were once his bitter de- 
nouncers, and by thousands in this State, too, 
who were his fellow-workers years ago, but in 
recent times have strongly opposed the parties |. 
The for- 
mer are glad to forget that they were once 
arrayed against him in Abolition days 
and during the trying times which fol- 

lowed the War of the Rebellion; 
and the latter will remember him as he was in 
the prime of his fine powers, not as the advo- 
cate of unlimited paper-money and the follower 
of Benjamin F. Butler. Every one knew that 
he was as sincere as he was earnest, even when 
they believed that he was deeply in the wrong. 
That the orator did not always scruple to state 
half of a fact when the whole would not have 
heiped the point which he wished to make, and 
sometimes tortured the wrong meaning out of 
a statement in order to win his case, is admit- 
ted by those who heard his greenback speeches 
in time past. His object,was always the good 
of the people, and he was not particular about 
the methods, in small matters, so long as 
they would aid in a great accomplishment. 

He was an agitator, able, pure-minded, and 
sincere, never at peace with society. Always 
restless unless he saw some abuse to fight he 
sometimes fancied abuses where none clearly 
existed, and spent his strength for naught. It 
is proper to recognize all this while his great- 
ness and his noble life receive their fitting eu- 
1 Mr. Phillips’ body rests in the ancient 
Granary Burial-Ground beside the ashes of his 
ancestors and near to the graves of many 
onee-famous men. An old man who was a 

comrade of his in Abolition days said, wher 
the services had ended: He will be remem- 
bered when all the, people who rest here, ex- 
cept Paul Revere, are forgotten.”

It 
is easy to see that he this strike as ill- 
ad 1; but, now that it has begun, he will 
Sti to the end, and help the idle men with 
all his strength. Labor organizations in Bos- 


‘ton, New York, Philadelphia, and the iron-and- 


coal regions of Pennsylvania are sending funds 
to the strikers every day, and they — to be 
safe from want until the summer sets in and 
the cost of living diminishes. Then they can 
get a living by hook or crook. “There are 
plenty of clams to be had for the digging 
along the shore,” said Secretary Howard, 
and they will keep soul and body together. 
Howard has the spinners so perfectly under 
control that they are close-mouthed among 
strangers, allowing thelr chief to do all the 
talking. He presents the spinners’ view of the 
situation clearly, claiming that the cut-down of 
10 per cent in their wages is not necessary, for 
prints are going up in the markets and the mills 
are paying dividends ranging from 20 to 6 per 
cent. The strikers say that they would have 
been willing to work shorter hours at the old 
rate of pay, so that the glut in the market to 
which the manufacturers refer might be eased. 
Howard says that all the troubles arise from 
overproduction and the refusal of the manu- 
facturers to meet the operatives half way and 
come to a fair underaganding. On the other hand 
the manufacturers assert that their dividends 
are small, that there is little margin for prof- 
it, and the reduction could not be avoided. 
The striking epidemic spreads like wildfire in 
Fall River, and it is impossible to say where 
this strike willend. The manufacturers prob- 
ably willnot try to fight the strikers with 
** knobsticks’’ (so substitute operatives from 
abroad are called), for such a course would 
doubtless lead te violence. They tried it once 
and had to build barricades around the mills 
where knoosticks”" worked. The strikers are

It is perfectly well known that the Pri 
Alice was the Queen’s favorit daughter, 
that her sad and tragic death brought profound 
grief to the heart of her royal mother. Natur- 
ally she has been especially interested, in the 
children of the Princess Alice, and has, to an 
exceptional degree, had them about her when 
she could, and has deeply sympathized with thé 
Grand Duke Louis IV. in his bereayement. 
Perhaps the Queen, who has sought Out wives 
for her own sons and husbands for her owa 
daughters, governed by the purest motives, 
might have preferred for this granddaughter 4 
more advantageous ne Of higher 
rank and larger fortune. However that may 
be, her Majesty not only gave her Son- 
sent to the alliance, but from the frst 
expressed her wish and even concern to be 
present at the wedding festivities. But many 
matters over which the Queen has no final de- 
cision had to be well considered and arranged 
before an authoritative announcement of der 
intentions could be made. The second danugh* 
ter of the Hessian Grand Duke, the Princess 
Elizabeth, had become engaged to the Grahd 
Duke Sergius of Russia, and it was on the cards 
that d be a double wedding. This, 
of cou the movements and conven- 
ience of several-royal personages, which had te 
be taken into diplomatic consideration. Hap- 
pily all these matters have now been & 
and the double wedding is fixed for April ‘16 
prox. This precise date is subject to change, 
growing out of the decision of the aged German 
Emperor to be present, and therefore the cer 
emony will be fixed eventually to suit the best 
convenience of his Majesty and during his stay 
at Wiesbaden. ; 

HER MAJESTY’S HEALTH. 

The Queen's health has been an element alas 
which has caused some delayin the final ar 
rangements of the wedding. Her Majesty's 
general health is good, and eyerybody is happy 
to know that she is much brighter in spirits 
than has been her wont since her last great- 
bereavement through the loss of a personal 
servant, who had attached himself to royal 
mistress by his keen Intelligence and long years 
of dutiful devotion. Still, the Queen is unable 
to stand except for a few minutes at a time, 
and this inability to walk with ease hay nat- 
urally caused her to hesitate about taking so 
long and so fatiguing a journey. Sir William 
Jenner, who is always anxious concerning the 
Queen's health, has encouraged her wish aud 
sanctioned her arrangements for the 1 
believing that the change of scenes , 
surroundings will. do much to (further 
lighten the consciousness of her Majesty's 
great sorrows. One is now led te 
believe, on good authority, that the Queen will 
cross the channel only a few days before the 
time finally fixed for the ceremony. And when 
she does go to the fatherland of her noble hus 
band’s birth and of her own deep affection she 
will go with the godspeed and best wishes of 
all her people. " 

INFIRMITIES OF THE PRINCESS OF WALES. - 

The lovely Princess of Wales is the most 
beloved of all the members of the royal fame 
ily, and it is much reggetted that the proability 
is she will be less and less in public and in society. 
And certainly there is no one to take her place, 
She has a charm of person all her oon. 
charm that wins all hearts and makes her pop 
ular with all classes of the people. TheQueen’s 
disinclination for all public and social duties 
has thrown the burdens of royalty upon the 
Prince of Wales, and he has won enor 
mous and merited popularity by meeting 
every demand upon his time, his strength, and 
his purse. And his lovely and dutiful wife has 
shared both his cares and fatigues. This strain, 
under the circumstances, ought not to be put 
upon the Princess much longer. First of all, 
her health is not what it onee was, although 
she is a wise conservator of her own strength, 
which she faithfully devotes to the care of ber 
lovely children so far as public and social duties 
permit. But the Princess has a stiff knee, and 
this slight lameness prevents her walking with 
ease, and she dislikes to appear, publicly where 
-walking is a necessity. However, one is In 
formed that the saddest part of this sad story 
is that the Princess’ deafness, which has long 
been a great infirmity, is now so bad that it 
cuts ber off from ready intercourse with so- 
ciety, and that she begins to shrink, not un 
naturally, from thé outside world. 

On the other hand, the Prince of Wales is out 
and about much of the time, as it is both his 
duty and his pleasure to be. He is phenom 
enally active, and one reads of him as being 
betimes here, there, aud everywhere. His 
manners, which are quite Spanish in punctil- 
,ousness, are always affable and engaging, 
he is sought in society and for public oecasions 
not only for the sake Of his rank, but also for 
his own sake. It is commonly u that 
With his most intimate gentlemen friends, and 
in the most free and easy circumstances, the 
heir to the throne of England is first of all and 
always a gentleman.

The bare fact that .a loaf of bread is 
two or even three ounces short of the regula- 
tion weight will doubtless strike the newspaper- 
reader as being a very trivial matter, and it is 
not until the subject has received a careful 
consideration that the full extent of the decep- 
tion practiced upon the public can be realized. 

THE GREAT RESULTS OF A SMALL SHORTAGE, 

The largest bread-manufactory in the city 
consumes on an average thirty barrels of 
flour each day, and as a barrel of flour

“The Fair” to Be Given Better Quar- 


ters Fine Buildings to Be Erected 
on Adams and State Streets. 


Sale of the Giles La Salle Street Lot to a 


Cincinnati Estate The Old Lombard 
Building Changes Hands. 


The Exodus to South Chicago—The New Opera- 


House—Handsome Dwellings in City and 
Suburbs—State of the Market. 


An Important Building Project. 
Among the many down-town lots that are 
practically vacant none has attracted more 
attention than that at the northwest corner of 
State and Adams streets, where “ The Fair”’ 


is. That this lot is soon to be improved in a 


of interest to all who have 80 
long viewed with agersion the unattractive 
structure in which Mr. Lehmann has for sev- 
éral years done business. The plans for the 
first improvement on the lot mentioned have 
been drawn by Messrs. Treat & Foltz, archi- 
tects. are for a two-story and basement 
building, 40 by 198 feet, to be erected on the lot 
120 feet west of State street, fronting on 
Adams, and running through to the alley. Mr. 
Lebmann has a lease running four years of the 
lot now occupied by his store, and it is upon a 
part of this lot that this building will be erect- 
ed. As soon as it is finished the most impor- 
tant part of the contemplated improvement will 
be commenced by Mr. E. H. Sheldon, of Ogden, 
Sheldon & Co., who owns the entire lot run- 
ning west from State street to Economy Block, 
This will bea six-story building fronting on both 
State and Adams, which will be arranged for 
the accommodation of Mr. Lehmann’s business; 
and it is understood he wili be given a long 
lease of the entire structure. As soon as this 
is finished the 40 by 195 foot lot upon which the 
two-story building is to be erected will be sub- 
stantially improved, and Mr. Lehmann will be 
given a lease of it. 


Other Building Projects. : 

The owner of the lot at the northwest corner 
of Canal and Madison, Mr. Cahill, has decided 
toimprove it with a five-story store and office 
building, which he will erect during the coming 
year. Itis said the owner of the southwest 
corner will improve his property this year also. 

Architect Rehwoldt has made plans for a 
four-story and basement store and fiat build- 
ing for Messrs. McLain & Cook, to be erected 
on Dearborn street, near Harrison. The struct- 
ure will be 40 by 90 feet, and will have a front 
of Chicago pressed brick. 

Plans have been drawn for a $40,000 art-gal- 
lery on Wabash avenue, but whether the struct- 
ure will be erected is yet a question. 

Messrs. Treat & Foltz have drawn plans for a 
factory for Messrs. Schneider & Co., 125 by 115 
feet, and two stories in hight, to be erected at 
the corner of Twenty-fourth place and Mc- 
Gregor street, at a cost of $25,000. 

The same firm will build a four-story store 
and flat building for E. G. Raymond at No. 344 

State street. It will be 25 by 95 feet, and the 
second-story will be arranged for a store. The 
front will be of pressed brick. 


The Giles Building Disposed Of. 

The most important sale made during the 
wéek was that of 72 by 60 feet on the west side 
of La Salle street, between Jackson and Quincy, 
upon which now stands a four-story and base- 
ment stone-front store and flat building, by 
Mr. Giles, of Giles Brothers, to the estate of 
James W. Gaff, of Cincinnati, for $165,000. 
The sale was negotiated through the 
office ot W. D. Kerfoot & Co. A 
few weeks ago THE TRIBUNE reported the 
tact that Mr. Giles had employed Architect 8. 
V. Shipman to draw plans for a seven-story 
office building to be erected upon the lot men- 
tioned, which is most favorably located, being 
next north of the new ten-story Counselman 
building, which occupies the northwest corner 
of Jackson and La Salle streets; and that the 
work of construction would be begun early in 
the spring. It now transpires that a wealthy 
Cincinnatian, whose name has been mentioned, 
will take the enterprise off Mr. Giles’ hands, 
and in the spring will commence the work of 


construction after the plans already described 


in THe TRIBUNE. The first floor and basement 
of the building will be devoted to banking pur- 
poses, and the upper stories will be divided 
into offices for the accommodation 
of Board of Trade firms. Although 
much lower than the Counselman and Royal 
Insurance buildings, which adjoin it, it is 
promised that the new edifice shall be a credit 
to the district. It is not unlikely, however, 
that the manager of the Goff estate will see 
that it is to their interest to add three more 
stories before the structu its greatest 


hight. 


The Lombard Building Sold. 

For some months the six-story building 
fronting on both Third avenue and Dearborn 
street, between Jackson and Van Buren, has 
been a source of considerable annoyance to 
real-estate dealers and persons anxious to in- 
vest. in realty, but until yesterday the vexa- 
tious question of what should be done 
with it was not settled. The struct- 
ure, Which has always beer known 
as the Lombard Building, soon after the pamic 
passed into the hands of the United States 
Mortgage Company, whigh has sought in every 
fe eres way to rent it, that it might get a 

ir return for the money invested, but it was 
never successful. A few months ago arrange- 
ments were nearly perfected for the sale of the 
building to a man who proposed converting it 
into a European hotel, but for some reason 
there was a bitch in the transaction, and the 
sale was not coftsummated. Now, however, 
Tun TRIBUNE is in position to announce that 
the building has been sold by the United States 
Mortgage Company to Messra. Cushing & 
Thomas, the printers, for $100,000, one- 
third cash, and the rest in five years. The 
firm will occupy the entire building, the 
first floor being used for offices, and the upper 
floor for type-setting and binding. The sale is 
regarded as a very important one, as it will 
tend largely to make the character of the dis- 
trict in which it is located, 


The Exodus of the Lumbermen to 

South Chicago—The Bridges Must Go 

— The Opera-House Block. 

THE TRIBUNE'S real-estate reporter encoun- 
tered his talkative friend yesterday afternoon 
as he was escaping from the Exchange on La 
Salle street, and succeeded as usual in extract- 
ing some information and views from him on 
various subjects interesting to dealers and the 
general public. 

“The opera-house block matter being set- 
tled,” said he, “the sensation of the week 
seems to have been the proposed removal of 
Dean, Graves, and Charnley from the South 
Branch lumber district to South Chicago. I 
see it stated by them and their friends that the 
main cause for the removal was the exorbi- 
tant rental demanded of them for the prop- 
erty now oceupied. All such talk is 
wellin its way, but it will not take very well 
with any who are posted. The fact is, these 
men are only the forerunners of a general exo- 
dus from the Chicago River to South Chicago. 
Ot course it is true that they have been charged 
a large rental for the property occupied by 
them, but the real reason for leaving is that 
they plainly see what is in store for them, and 
all lumber, coal, and grain men who are doing 
business on the Chicago River. The time is 
near at hand when the vessels bound to or from 
this port with these commodities will be unable 
to navigate the Chicago River. The result will 
be lighterage, which means increased expense 
to dealers as well as common carriers, and com- 
fort to residents of the city. The only refuge in 
such a case, therefore, is South Chicago, which 
the Belt Line Road has made more accessible 
to all railroads than Chicago itself. It is there- 
fore only a question of time when all of Chi- 
cago’s trade in lumber, coal, and grain, except 
that intended for local consumption, will go to 
South Chicago. I beard a man ask today what 
Chicago would do in such an event. I told him 
she jroutd prosper more than she had ever 
done. As soon as the bridges—the awful 
bridges—were closed Chicago would be able to 
transact business as freely as other cities, and 
would profit largely by the removal of her 
lumber and coal yards. The actual presence 
of these commodities is not and never has 
been mecessary to the well-being of the 
city, and it is all nonsense to sup- 

that their’ removal will injure Chicago 
in the jeast. There will be local coal and lum- 
ber yards of course; but the bulk of Chicago 
business can be done by telephone just as well 
at South Chicago as on the South Branch. I 
am glad that this situation is finally 
understood, and the sooner it is the better it 
will be for Chicago and South Chicago. 
“Of course we haven't the new opera-house

Building Memoranda. 

Yesterday afternoon a TrIBune reporter had 
the privilege of viewing several drawings by 
Messrs. Cobb & Frost for the structures to be 
erected, some in Chicago and some outside of 
the city, that are worthy the brief mention that 
they can here be accorded. The first and per- 
haps the most picturesque of these, everything 
considered, are for a residence for 
Mr. George C. Walker, to be erected at 
Geneva Lake, upon the bluff on the east shore, 
fully sixty feet above the water. The struct- 
ure, which is now being plastered, is 60 by 100 
feet—basement and three stories. The basement 
is constructed of rough lake bowlders, and the 
superstructure is entirely of shingles. The house 
has a broad piazza on three sides, and on the 
southwest corner isa projecting bay, with a 
piazza following its line, co ding a splen- 
did view of the entire lake. The lower 
part of the house is most conveniently arranged 
and the upper part is divided into numerous 
3 chambers, with the view of enabling 

r. Walker to entertain many friends in the 
style he desires. The house is both practical 


and picturesque in every respect, and when 


completed, as it will be this spring, will be 
among the attractive residences of a favorit 
summer-resort. 

The same firm isalso building a house for 
Mr. F. O. Lyman at Winnetka, which will also 
be upon a bluff overlooking the lake. It will 
be basement and three stories high, and will be 
simple, but attractive in design. It will set 
low in the ground, and will have a very low 
roof running around. The parlor, dining-room, 
kitchen, hail, and library will be on the first 
floor, a number of bedrooms above. This 
house will also be finishedthis spring. 

A very picturesque house will soon be started 
by Cobb & Frost on the lake-shore at Evanston. 
It is for Arthur Orr Jr., and when completed 
wilt be one of the most attractive in the sub- 
urb. It will be 40 by 70 feet, with a basement 
of brick and a superstructure of shingles. It 
will have an odd, attractive hall, with a large, 
cozy inglewood, takingin a square bay in the 
southeast corner, cut off from the hall by a 
stairway. Therest of the interior arrange- 
ment will be unusually convenient and com- 
fortable. 

The same firm are about to build a pietu 
esque country-house at Kenwood for Mr. C. V. 
Marsh. It will be 25 by 60 feet, three stories 
high, and the entire exterior finish from top to 
bottom will be shingles. N 

Messrs. Cobb & Frost will also build at Ken- 
wood two houses for Mr. O. W. Potter. They 
will be each 30 by 60 feet, three stories high, 
and will bave Anderson pressed brick fronts. 
The exterior and interior finish will be similar, 
and will form a pretty group. 

One of the handpdmest sets of designs these 
architects now habe in hand is for a country- 
place at Sodus Point, Lake Erie, near Roches- 
ter, for a New-Yorker.

The Profitableness of Scripture Con- 
sidered in Connection with the 
Question of Inspiration.

II. Timothy. ul., 16: 

Jostux, Rock Island Co., III., Feb. 6.—[ Editor 
of The Tribune. —I do not wish needlesly to 
occupy your space, but the controversy is of 
vital importance, involving as a possible con- 
sequence the existence of Christianity [I. It 
may seem pedantic to discuss the Greek text, 
but for the benefit of those who have any 
doubts the definition of ra da is quoted 
from Liddell & Soott's Lexicon, Radical signf., 
all: hence of one, the whole, entire, all the: of 
several, every: in plural, all.” It is hardly 
reasonable to suppose that a careful writer 
would have used this word to indicate a part 
or portions of anything. Notice also in verse 
15 a different word is employed to designate 
the Scriptures. Both are from. the 
same root and signify in general 
a writing. The shade of meaning 
can at once be determined from the New Testa- 
ment usage 'payua means any kind of a 
writing (see Luke, xvi., 6), hence is defined by 
the epithet * holy,“ is used here in the plural, 
asa familiar phrase, to designate the sacred 
writings as Timothy had learned them, in He- 
brew or Greek is to us immaterial. Joa py oo- 
curs eight times in the New Testament without 
qualifying word to denote the Scriptures—just 
as we say Bible. Herein the singular it in- 
cludes all (xa 6a) God's written word, wheth- 
er familiar to Timothy or not, whether before 
Paul or subseq uent to him. An analysis of the 
writer’s thought will confirm this view. 

The exact literal reading of this much-talked- 
about passage is this: All the writing God- 
animated (or breathed upon] and [or also] prof- 
table.“ The difference between the old and 
the new translation is in the force given to the 
particle x i. If we adopt the reviser’s con- 
struction the thought uppermost in Paul's mind 
was the profitableness of the writings—the in- 
spiration being taken for granted as something 
so well known and established as to require only 
a passing remark.” Much comfort may those 
derive from this who. seek to destroy the force 
of God’s word. 

But I wished mostly to notice the other part 
of Paul's statement—all Scripture is profitable. 
It has become the fashion—following Ingersoll 
to deny this. There may be fables, 10,000, 
more or less, old wives’,” or whatever one 
may please, but every one of them has a spirit- 
ual meaning by which we may profit. The 
Bible history isa fearful record of man's de- 
pravity. Whatever view of its. inspiration or 
of its literalness we may adopt, yet the fact re- 
mains it was written for our admonition. It is 
much more rational and far easier to uncover 
this profitable truth than to distinguish be- 
tween the inspired and uninspired writings. 
Christianity has nothing to tear from the 
„higher or e the highest critician,, but it does 
not propose to abandon its distinctive princtl- 
ples at the request of its enemies. There is no 
middle ground. He who begins to logize 
for the Bible will directly end by de it al- 
together.

Methodist Bishops to Be Appointed at 
the Next General Conference. 

Philadelphia Record; The most important 
and, generally, the most interesting duty to be 
performed by the great Methodist General Con- 
ference, which meets at Assoeiation Hall, in 
this city, next May, will be the election of new 
Bishops. Since the last General Conference, 
which was held in Cincinnati in 1880, three 
Bishops have died—Levi Scott, of Delaware, at 
the time of his death the senior Bishop; E. 0. 
Haven, and Jesse T. Peck. By the death of 
Bishop Scott, who was elevated to the Episco- 
pacy in 1852, Bishop Simpson, who was also 
made a Bishop in 1852, became the senior 


| Bishop. His election dates twenty years before 


that of any other Bishop of the church. 

There is no positive law of the church as to 
the number of Bishops to be elected at any of 
the General Con ferences. That body is guided 
entirely by its judgment as to how many may 
be necessary to carry on the church work. As 
Bishop Sedtt was non-effective, his death did 
not of itself create any vacancy or necessitate 
the election of another Bishop. But the church 
has grown in the last four years, so that, in ad- 
dition to filling the places vacated by the death 
of Bishops Haven and Peck, it is generally un- 
derstood there is occasion for still another, per- 
haps two other Bishops. The prevailing opinion 
is that there will be only three elected, but a 
strong movement will be made for the election 
of a fourth. The position being one of great 
dignity and authority, and the salary hand- 
some, no begging is necessary in order 3 
the office. Four years ago there was quite a 
contest between the East and the West as to 
which section should get its menin. The West 
bad the advantage in delegates, but they could 
not unite upon the same candidates and the 
East got the lion’s share. This year there will 
be another tug between the two sections, and 
the contest will be exceedingly interesting.

The Operatic Needs of Chicago. 
We print below a letter from Mr. C. D. Ham- 
ill, the Chairman of the May Festival Associa- 
Hon, upon the operatic needs of Chicago, and 
commend it to the public as deserving of con- 
sideration. It represents not alone Mr. Ham- 
M's personal views upon a subject which he 
has given much study, but the substance of 
frequent conferences with prominent citizens 
upon the subject of securing not only a higher 
Standard of operatic performances, but an 
opera-house which shall meet the popular de- 
mand and at the same time furnish the man- 
agement every convenience for mounting 
operas ina fitting manner, We may add in 
this. connection that there is every reason to 
believe the consummation of such a scheme its 
mot far distant. Mr. Hamill prites: 
* CHICAGO, Feb. 8.—[Editor of The Tribune. 
"The large audiences in attendance upon 
rent opera performances show that Chicago 
bas reached, in point “of numbers at least, met- 
Fopolitan proportions. The elements of a 
metropolis, however, are not alone large popu- 
lation or large population and great manu fact- 
wires, nor even both these and a far-reaching 
4rade with large commercial dependencies. All 
these may exist ina city which still remains 
essentially provincial. It needs beside these 
the habitual presence of people who wish to 
enjoy life and spend money. o busy life of 
a metropolis demands an i proportion 
of relaxing amusements. New York, for ex- 
ample, demands relatively more than Cincinnati. 
The latter goes Opera-mad for two weeks and 
then sinks into peaceful life for the remainder 
of the year. 
In Chicago money is made rapidly and spent 
y. We have many people who bave made 
fortunes and.wish to enjoy them. The hotel 
popuiation of this city is in itself a large factor 
inthe amusement problem. Out of her abun- 
ande Chicago has given the operas metro- 
volitah support, receiving in return anything 
ut metropolitan’ treatment.

THE DRAMA. 


Refinement vs. Vulgarity on the Stage. 

Mr. Charles Wyndham and his admirable 
company leave Hooley’s after a successful en- 
gagement of three weeks. The patronage they 
received grew larger every night as the merits 
of the company began to be generally appreci- 
ated, and the assertion may be ventured that 
they might have played indefinitly to good 
houses. During the three weeks just closed 
there were other attractionsin the city. Two 
of the leading opera companies of the worid 
were playing at rival theatres. Notwithstand- 
ing this competition Mr. Wyndham found his 
patronage so good that he felt justified in con- 
tinuing one play for a fortnight, and making 
no further demands upon a well-stocked reper- 
tory. 

Mr. Wyndham’s success was chiefly owing to 
the fact that he recognized the principle so 
splendidly illustrated by Henry Irving. He 
did not secure a bad company to act asa foil 
to his own talents. His egotism did not sug- 
gest to him that play-goers cared to see him 
alone. On the contrary, he brought with him a 
company of trained actors, all of whom were in 
sympathy with their leader and with each 
other. There was no star to claim promi- 
nence and pose in the centre of the stage. The 
result was that the public had the pleasure of 
witnessing performances which were cohérent, 
harmonious, and perfect. 

The sooner the huckstering methods of 
American managers are done away with the 
better it will be for the American stage. It is 
useless to try to conduct dramatic compdnies 
on * wooden-nutmeg’’ principles. The econ- 
omy that is successful in running a grocery is 
‘misapplied when it is brought to bear upon the 
drama. To bumbug the people in the matter 
of amusements is, perhaps, a time-honored 
custom; but the impositions which have been 
borne so long will soon be rel to the 
sphere where they 

Mr. Wyndham and Mr. Irving are not, like too 
many managers, merely speculators who gam- 
ble in dramatic art as they would in wheat or. 
pork. These distinguished actors show their 
love for their art by trying to realize its noblest 
possibilities. 

The plays that were presented at Hooley's dur- 
ing the Wyndham season were marked by a re- 
finement which was refreshing after the coarse- 
ness which too often disfigures comedy. Even 
when the action led the performers into the 
unfenced field of farce they never overstepped 
the lines of delicacy. It must be said, how- 
ever, that the shorter pieces that were present- 
ed were more enjoyable than the more preten- 
tious. ‘** A Cozy Couple was superior in com- 
position and in acting to Butterfly Fever,” 
and Love's Device was of a higher order of 
merit than the Great Divorce Case.“ 

In strong contrast with the work of Mr. 
Wyndham's company was the. piece which oc- 
cupied the boards of Haverly’s during the week. 
There is no other city of Chicago's importance 
on the globe where a first-class thea- 
tre can with impunity present a play 
which appeals only to the rabble. 
And a more offensive production than Mo- 
Sorley’s Inflation has never emanated from 
New York. The injustice done the public by 
the presentation of such a piece was as 
from a pecuniary as from an artistic point of 
view. The entertainment given at Haverly’s 
at the usual fashionable prices last week was 
inferior to the one offered at the Chicago Mu- 
seum, where the admission fee is a mere trifle. 
The Academy of Music, where prices are mu3h 
lower than at Haverly’s, offered an immeas- 
urably better program to its patrons. 

The conclusion seems to be that Chicago 
should have a theatre \ here a unitormity of 
merit might be preserved in.the plays offered 
to the public. That Chicago can support such 
a theatre admits of no doubt in view of the 
patronage accorded Mr. Wyndham. During 
the last few weeks this city has given a more 
liveral support to amusement enterprises than 
any other city on the continent. While the 
season has been dull in New York, Phila 
delphia, and elsewhere, the theatres in Chicago 
have been crowded, even the smaller ones play- 
ing to their utmost capacity.

GOULD'S EXTORTION. 


The Excessive Telegraph Tolls, and 
the Remedy for the Evil. 

Fox bu Lac, Wis., Feb. 9.—[{Editor of The 
Tribune.}—For telegraphing the words come 
immediately from Fort Wayne, Ind., to Fond 
du Lac, Wis., Jay Gould & Co.'s Western Union 
Telegraph monopoly charged 60 cents. The 
distance from Fort Wayne to Fond du Lae is 
274 miles. This telegraph was addressed to a 
man Who labors and gets $1 per day, out of 
which he pays a monopoly for sending two 
words six-tenths of it. 

In the face of this extortion to make this 
gigantic monopoly richer and more domireer- 
ing, the news comes from Washington that Dr. 
Norvin Green, President of.the Western Union 
Telegraph Company, has made a speech before 
a Congressional committee, in which he en- 
deavored to demonstrate that the Western 
Union Telegraph is no monopoly, but a great 
benefactor, and one would be lead to believe 
from his lament that the Western Union stock- 
holders were simply living from hand to mouth 
—not taking into consideration that the Su- 
preme Court of the State of New York decided 
not long ago that the $15,000,000 of watered 
stock of the company represented val- 
ues and was a legitimate bolster. 

Under the plan now being advocated for the 
Government to own a telegraph system of its 
own the two words come immediately would 
bave cost the receiver one cent, or one-sixtieth 
part of the amount Jay Gould & Co. charged! 
It would seem that if the Government could 
relieve tke people of this glaring extortion it 
would be for the interest of the people to have 
is done, and done right away. 

Jay Gould and his crowd could live a few 
years with the millions they have made by con- 
trolling monopolies; by bribing courts, and in- 
fluencing legislation if the Government should 
take hold of this thing. 

This telegraph project is as important a 
measure as will come before Congress this win- 
ter, and it is thoroughly a measure in the in- 
terest of the people. There seems nothing to 
argue to convince any man who is not an ad- 
vocate of the Western Union Telegraph monop- 
oly that one cent is not as much as 60 centa, 
and also that the system of Government teleg- 
raphy where introduced in Europe hus been a 
success and a source of revenue to the Govern- 
ment. 

It should be run entirely by the Government 
without the intervention of any Mackey, who 
has come up with a scheme of safety from 
monopolist extortions and who is a monopolist 
himself. The old story is ever suggestive 
about the fox recommendmg 
to the crow because the crow had 
something in its mouth that tne fox 
wanted. There will bea time, gooner or later, 
when the people who own this country—who 
go to war in its defense and pay its debts when 
it is in debt—will have some privileges, from the 
fact of the Government having taken in hand 
some things that at present are in the hands of a 
few. It has taken a great many years to give 
the people a right. In England the aristocracy 
have been overmastered by the people to a 
great extent. The United States has yet to 
subdue the monopolies by taking certain 
matters into its oWn hands; and 1 do not 


know of any better place to begin than with 
the telegraph. CHARLES D. SMITH.
